•boat ifc The following suggestions 
might be parted np on the inside ol the 
closet or book-case door, where the; 
could be referred to promptly: 


For stomach cramps ginger ale, or a 


half-teaspoonful of the tincture of gin- 
ger in a half-glass of water, in which a 
holJ-teaapoonful of soda has been dis- 
solved. 


Swallowing saliva often relieves soar 


stomach. 


Hot, dry flannel, applied as hot as 


possible, for neuralgia! 


Whooping-cough paroxysms are re- 


lieved by breathing the fames of tur- 
pentine er carbolic acid. 
For cold in the head nothing is better 


than powdered boras snuffed up the 
nostrils. 


A strong solution of bicarbonate of 


soda (baking soda;, taken frequently, ia 
a reliable remedy for diarrhea! troubles, 
particularly those arising from acidity 
of the stomach. 
A standing antidote for poison by dew, 


poison-oak, ivy, etc., is to take a hand- 
ful of quicklime, dissolve in water, let 
it stand half an hour, then paint the 
poisoned parts with it. Three or four 
applications will never fail to cure the 
most aggravated cases. 


If children do not thrive well on freah 


milk, it should be boiled. 


Powdered resin is the best thing to 


stop bleeding from cuts. 
After the 


powder is sprinkled on, wrap the wound 
with a soft cotton cloth. As soon as the 
wound begins to feel feverish, keep the 
cloth wet with cold water. 


For burns, sweet oil and cotton are 


the standard remedies. If they are not 
at hand, sprinkle the burned part with 
flour, and wrap loosely with a spit cloth. 
Don't remove the dressing until the in- 
flammation subsides, as it will treak the 
new skin that is forming. 


For nose bleeding, bathe the face and 


neck with cold water. 


If the artery is severed, tie a small 


cord or handkerchief tightly above it. 


For bilious colic, soda and ginger 


in hot water. It may be taken freely. 


Broken limbs should be placed in 


natural positions, and the patient kept 
quiet until the surgeon arrives. 
' Nervous spasms are usually relieved 
by a little salt taken into the month and 
allowed to dissolve. 


Hemorrhages of the lungs or stomach 


are promptly checked by small doses <A 
salt. The patient should be kept as 
quiet as possible. 


Sleeplessness caused by too much 


blood in the head may be overcome by 
applying a cloth -wet with cold water to 
the back of the neck. 
For pains in the chest or stomach as 


much Dover's powder as will lie on a 
silver 5-cent piece.

This is the evil we 
complain of, and farther we complain 
that it is wrong for the city govern- 
ment or any other government to 
participate in or countenance the 
manufacture or sale of intoxicating 
liquors. 
The government has no 


more right to license whisky-shop 
than it has to license the sale of dis- 
eased meats; but, says "Voter," the 
city will get a revenue for the privi- 
lege granted. Would that make it 
right? Would "Voter" license and 
regulate other evils—bawdy-houses, 
gambling-houses f 
Yes, stealing, 


robbery, arson and murder as- well? 
If the city can have a revenue for 
the same by licensing these crimes 
and misdemeanors, they would be- 
come more frequent and common 
until barbarism would reign. 


It is the province of law and civil- 


isation to prohibit and punish who- 
ever or Whatever is wrong or hurtful 
to persons and society. The law is 
a great educator. 
The commands of 


the divine law are "thou shall not," 
and state and city laws to be good 
for anything must say the same; and 
not nay yon may do this wrong or 
commit thin crime if yon will pay 
five hundred dollars into the treasu- 
ry. Cutting trees on other men's 
land was a common practice years 
ago in Illinois, when by law the act 
was only trespass; but as soon as 
the legislature made the offense lar- 
ceny, the wrongful cutting of timber 
on other men's land stopped as much 
as any other stealing. We are for 
having the law say intoxicating li- 
quors shall not be manufactured or 
sold in the land. 


What shall we do with it at the 


present time in this city. It is true 
that the drinking .habit is fastened 
strongly npon many of our people, 
even to the neglect of their business, 
and the ruining of their health, and 
in many cases leading to the com- 
mission of crime—the young men 
contracting the habit of drunkenness 
to swell the throng that is on the 
road to ruin.

new enterprise ia about to start in 
Chicago. This is a mining exchange 
for the sale of mining stocks. This 
is a good thing. Tho Chicago board 
of trade does very well, bnt in the 
line of chasing a man up a dark alley 
and taking everything that he has, 
down to his boots and hat, a mining 
exchange is far ahead of a simple 
board of trade wheat deal—as far as 
a greyhound is ahead of a feist dog 
on a square up and up race. The 
nomenclature of the mining exchange, 
with its dips, lodes, spurs, aud other 
nonsense; its snlphnret, carbonate, 
and the like, can throw the humble 
No. 2 seller, with his puts and calls, 
and straddles'into the back .ground. 
And then there are the assessments. 
Any man who has been through them 
weft knows what assessments are. 
Just now they have a new dodge. 
They get a mine worth—say. fifteen 
cents. Then they issue non-assessa- 
ble stock. All that this scheme needs 
is a chunk of ore about as large as a 
brick-bat, and a printing press. Any 
ordinary printing press will do. 
Then the bold operator is ready to 
issue non-assessable stock. Just as 
long as any one hungers and thirsts 
after this kind of a security your op-i 
erator with his printing press can 
give it to him. It is non-assessable, 
for the fellow doesn't care to hear 
anything from a man after he has 
once purchased a share. That is the 
last of him, and the last, it may be 
added, of the share. We are glad 
that the Chicago fellows are going 
into this thing. Bunko is getting so 
old and played that we are tired of 
hearing about it. A good mining 
exchange will give the boys all the 
diverting <attention that they need. 
It is rather a more genteel method 
of robbing people, even than wheat 
deals. Chicago is enterprising and 
thoughtful.

The Red CroBB—What It IB. 


From Uit Cliicaga HemW. 


The treaty of the Geneva confer- 


ence, under which what are popular- 
ly known as "Red Cross" societies 
are organized, and which has been in 
force in Europe since August, 1864. 
was signed by President Arthur on 
March 1, his course being unanimous- 
ly ratified by the senate March 16. 
An American society was immediate- 
ly formed, with its headquarters at 
Washington, and appeals have been 
sent throughout the length and 
breadth of the Union, urging co-op- 
eration in the work of organization. 
No society ever formed was more de- 
serving of support Growing out of 
the recognized want of an interna- 
tional system of relief for sick and 
wounded during war, these organi- 
zations now extend all over Europe, 
their remarkable efficiency having 
been abundantly established during 
recent conflicts, notably during the 
Franco-German and the Russo-Turk- 
ish wars. Should our country be 
again involved in war with a foreign 
foe, the society, now in its infancy, 
cannot fail to ameliorate the horrors 
of the contest But it is -not alone 
during war that such societies can be 
of service. They are permanent, not 
formed '-for the war," as were old- 
time relief organizations, ambulance 
societies and the like; therefore they 
are always ready for action. In the 
cose of a national character, such as 
that when this city was destroyed by 
fire, when hundreds were rendered 
homeless in Michigan but a short 
time ago, or when, as now, the Mis- 
sissippi overflows its banks and car- 
ries ruins to thousands of homes, a 
Red Cross society will be a mighty 
engine of relief.

WASHIHOTON, April 12.—The House 


Committee on the Law Respecting 
Election of President and Vice Pres- 
ident has agreed npon a bill to carry 
into effect the provision of the Con- 
stitution respecting the election of 
President, and Vice President of the 
United States, aud directed Chairman 
Updegraff, of Iowa, to report the 
same to the House with a favorable 
recommendation. The bill provides 
that the electors shall be chosen on 
the Tuesday following the first Mon- 
day of November in every fourth 
year, except in the cases specified in 
Sec. 147 to 149,of the Revised Stat- 
utes ; that the electors shall vote on 
the third Tuesday in December fol- 
lowing their appointment; tha tbe- 
tween the day of choosing the elec- 
tors and the day on which they are 
to vote, the title to office of an elector 
may Be determined which, if made 
by the highest judicial tribunal of the 
State having jurisdiction, shall be 
conclusive; that Congress shall be in 
session on the second Wednesday in 
January next, after the meeting of 
the electors, and count the votes; 
that upon the reading of the certifi- 
cate the President of the Senate shall 
call for objections which, if any, shall 
be made in writing and shall state 
clearly and concisely, with the argu- 
ment, the grounds thereof, and shall 
be signed by at least one Senator and 
one member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives before the same shall be 
received; that, in the event of a con- 
troversy in any State, as to the ap- 
pointment or eligibility of electors, 
the decision thereof by the highest 
judicial tribunal having jurisdiction, 
shall be' conclusive and the" vote shall 
be counted in accordance therewith, 
unless revised by both Houses; that

entry or usurpation, and may be 
commenced within ten days after the 
declaration of the election of the de- 
fendant, in the Circuit Court of the 
United States for the district in 
which the defendants, or either of 
them, reside. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 12.— 


There was quite a lively time in the 
committee this morning on the Chi- 
nese bill. The Republicans had held 
a meeting last night and agreed on a 
new bill, which meets the President's 
views about the passport system, and 
reduces the terra prohibiting immi- 
gration.

As wa* stated in these columns last 


ereninfe Mr. MeDcnieb notified Coroner 
Dinneeu of the finding of the decomposed 
body of an unknown man on the P. M. 
Wikoff place, three milas southwest of 
Decatnr, and at about two o'clock on 
yesterday afternoon that officer, in com- 
pany with Peter P*rl, started for the 
scene cl th» mysterious diaoovery. A 
jury of investigation, which was compos- 
ed of the following named persons, was 
selected: Peter Per), foreman, Josiah 
Widick, H. T. Alton, A. Widksk, A. Q. 
Neyhard and Wffliam H. Neyhard. The 
investigation did not result in fixing the 
identity of the unknown. The lifeless 
form was poorly and thinly dad, and the 
body*a«in a bad state of decomposi- 
tion. The age of the man was apparently 
in the neighborhood of 40 yean. The 
body was found hi an obscure part ot the 
Wikoff place by a boy named Taylor Al- 
len, who in passing that way happened to 
see it Beyond tins fact nothing could 
be learned. The valise lying near the 
body contained nothing except a shirt 
and a tew small articles, and there was 
not eren a scrap of paper to be found- 
which would lead to the name of the de- 
oeased, or aid the jury in fixing bis place 
ot residence. In a small pocket-book 
was found one dollar and forty cents. The 
body did not show any marks of violence, 
so far as could be discovered. The jury 
returned the following verdict: 


In the matter ot the inquisition on the 


body of an unknown man, deceased, held 
in Wikoff's pasture, on the 12th day of 
April, 1882, we the undersigned jurors, 
sworn to inquire of the death of an un- 
known man, on oath do find that he came 
to his death by causes unknown to us, in 
Wikoff's pasture, Wheattand township, 
Maoon county, III 


The remains were brought to Decatnr 


last evening and laid at rest in the Pot- 
ter's Field in Greenwood Cemetery. At 
present the whole case is wrapped in the 
deepest mystery, and various theories are 
entertained as to the cause of the stran- 
ger's death. The man, who was proba- 
bly a strolling tramp, had no doubt been 
dead for several weeks when found. The 
general opinion seems to be that the man 
had been ill, and had died in that lonely 
place from natural causes. 


A MTTLE LWHT. 


The body of the unknown was found 


lying in a branch, on both sides of whieh 
is a washout bank about i feet high. The 
spot is about 100 yards west of the Saint 
Louis Branch of the Wabash, St. Louis 
& Pacific railway. One theory obtains 
that the stranger was under the influence 
of liquor, and that while wandering about 
he had fallen into the branch while it was 
filled with water and was drowned. This 
morning Alfred Bailey, on hearing the 
imperfect descripton of the man in con- 
nection with the valise or satchel, stated 
that such a man, with a satchel like unto 
the one found, was in his back yard, on 
West Decatur street, about ten days ago, 
and that he was gloriously drunk at the 
time. He thought the man had a fit while 
there, but after awhile he recovered and 
left, but in what direction he went", Mr. 
Bailey is unable to state. 


In conversation with Marshal Hewes 


this forenoon our reporter learned that 
not one tramp in 25 ever has any scrap of 
paper about him to indicate who he is or 
his place of residence. Sometimes they 
have hotel cards or railway guides about 
them, but as a rule h'ttle else efin be found 
upon their persons. And therefore the 
Marshal is of the opinion that the party 
found dead must have been a tramp, and 
that he must have met his diath by 
drowning while the water was high in the 
branch, into whieh he doubtless fell 
while wandering about the Wikoff place.
